Sec. 368c. Paynent s.

(a) After the effective date of this anendatory Act of

the 93rd GCeneral Assenbly, health <care professionals or

health <care providers offered a contract for signature by an

i nsurer, heal th mai nt enance organi zati on, i ndependent

practi ce association, or physician hospital organization to

be paid on a service by service basis shall, upon request, be

provided copies of the fee schedule or paynent arrangenent

and anpbunts for each health care service to be provided under

the contract prior to signing the contract. If the health

care professional or health care provider is not paid on a

service by service basis, the ambunts payable and terns of
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paynent under that alternative paynent system shall be

provi ded upon request.

(b) Paynents under a contract with a health care

prof essional or health care provider shall not be changed

based upon rates agreed to by the professional or provider in

anot her contract with an insurer, heal th mai nt enance

organi zation, independent practice association, or physician

hospital organization. Nothing 1in this Section shall be

construed to prevent an i nsurer, heal th mai nt enance

organi zation, independent practice associ ation, or physician

hospital organization fromrenegotiating its paynents under a

contract with a health care professional or health care

(c) A paynent statenent shall be furnished to a health

care professional or health care provider paid on a service

by service basis for services provided under the contract

that identifies the disposition of each claim including

services billed, the patient responsibility, if any, the

actual paynent, if any, for the services billed by CPT or

other appropriate code, and the reason for any paynent

reduction to the claimsubnitted, including any wthholds,

and the reason for denial of any claim Nothing in this

Section requires that a health care professional or health

care provider be paid on a service by service basis. Paynents

may be made based on capitation and other payment

arrangenents. Health care professionals and health care

providers shall be al | oned to col | ect CO- paynent s,

CO-1 nsur ance, deducti bl es, and paynent for non-covered

services directly frompatients except as otherwi se provided

by | aw, An insurer, health nmintenance organization,

i ndependent practice association, or physician hospi t al

organi zation may pay for covered services either to a patient

directly or a non-participating health care professional or

health care provider.
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(d) Wien a person presents a health care service

benefits information card, a health care professional or

health care provider shall informthe person if he or she is

not participating with the insurer, health nmintenance

organi zation, independent practice organi zation, or physician

hospital organi zation issuing the card.
